New Brockton Town Council discusses trash pick-up

The New Brockton Town 
Council discussed trash pickup 


'-Monday evening, June 14. dur- ~ 


ing its regular monthly meeting. 

Mayor Charles Cole said 
there have been a lot of com- 
plaints about trash not being 
picked up, and one of the rea- 


‘sons is that residents are not 


separating it properly. 

Cole said there are two differ- 
ent types of trash for pickup: 1) 
Jeaves and limbs and 2) landfill. 
He said these two types must be 
separated because the trash’ is 
carried to two separate loca- 
tions. He added that landfill 
trash 1s only picked up on 
Wednesday. 

' According to the mayor, trash 
not properly separated ‘will not 
be picked up. 

Cole also thanked the county 


‘for cutting limbs along the road- 


ways; however, he said this had 
increased the workload. for the 
street department in regards to 
picking up trash. Therefore, he 
said he felt the council should 
consider hiring some part-time 
help to get the town cleaned up 

No action was taken by the 
council, but council] member 
Vicky Harrison said she would 
like to ask everyone in town to 
pitch in and help. 

Council members reluctantly 
approved a motion to approve a 
résolution for change to the 
downtown sidewalk grant 

Cole said the grant originally 
included work at the senior cen- 
ter and the sidewalks. but in the 
mean tume, the town has done 
the work at the senior center 
Therefore, he said the resolution 
changes the scope of the grant to 
only involve the sidewalks 

Council members discussed 
costs for the city regarding this 
grant, and town clerk Annette 
Williams said the town will 
have to pay an engineering fee 
ranging between $6-8,000, as 
well as, the match portion of the 
grant al approximately $12,000 

Williams’ said the town 
already has the money to cover 


the engineering fee, but funds 
sul] need to be acquired to cover 
the match portion 

“We're sull being told there 
are people that will support the 
project,” Cole Said. “We just 
need to approve it (resolution). 
The money will come.” 

Council member Jody 
Stuckey said he was not com- 
pletely for approving the resolu- 
tion because of the town’s finan- 
cial condition; however, he said 
he would go along with the 
majority. ’ 

Council member Ron 
McMonagle also expressed con- 
cern, especially since the coun- 
cil .had just received an audit 
report revealing the town had 
increased its debt over the past 
four years While operuting at a

The Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management 
(ADEM) recently issued ‘an 
administrative order against 
Dorsey Trailer Company, which 
Operates a facility located at 
1315 Hickman Street in Elba, 
Ala 

The administrative order was 
issued June 1], 2004, and 
assessed a civil penalty of 
$50,000 against the facility. 

Dorsey Trailer Company vio- 
lated applicable environmental 
laws and regulations by failing 
to have a copy of the faciliry’s 
A Permit readily available for 
inspecuon, failure to keep emis- 
sions records required by the 
permit, failure to submit records 
requested by the Department, 
failure to respond to a Notice Of 
Violation, failure to submit an 


annual air emissions estimate. 
failure to pay annual emissions 
fees, and failure to submit an 
annual Title V Compliance 
Certification 

In addition to the civil penal- 
ty, the facility will be required to 
pay all outstanding emissions 
feés and will be required to 
Operate the facility in compli- 
ance with ADEM ‘regulations 
and al] applicable Air Permits 
issued to it by the Department 

ADEM = assesses administra 
tive penalues based on’ six 
penalty factors, including the 
seriousness of the violation, the 
Standard of care shown by the 
company, any economic benefit 
obtained by delayed compli 
ance, any prevenuve eflorts, the 
compliance history and the abil 
ity tO pay a penalty

Microorganisms with ten-dol 
lar names like Giardia. E. coli 
and Cryptospondium are in the 
streams and nvers of this coun- 
try. It is estimated that up to 
90% of our water source (before 
treatment) contains bactena. 
protozoa or Viruses. Giardia.is a 
common protozoa.that wrecks 


‘havoe with our digestive svs 


tem, Itas one of the largest of 
these microscopic bugs, and is 
the easiest to remove from. the 
Water. But what do we do if we 
don't know if the water’is safe 
tor human consumption? 

It practical. the simplest thing 
t) do is transport water .from 


home. This is easily done if vou 


are Car camping or fishing from 
a boat. If you are going to be 
hiking remote tails or going on 
an extended tnp to the boonies it 
becomes more difficult to trans 
port enough dnnking water as 
we may need from two to ‘four 
quarts 8 day Alsor most camp

grounds have to test their water 
periodically and it should be 
sate. Ask the camp operator if 
they test before assuming it's 
sate 

Backcountry hikers and 
campers have more choices 
available today to insure drink 
able water. Boiling is still one 
of the surest ways to insure 
quality, but it consumes fuel and 
time to boil all your drinking 
water for five minutes 
Chlorine drops will kill a lot of 
the “bugs” and halazone tablets 
and iodine drops will punfy it 
even farther, but they are not 
100% effective. Treating water 
with these additives can also 
make the treated water taste like 
medicine 

Compact filtration devices are 
becoming increasingly popular 
Most of these hand pumped 
devices do a good job of trap- 
ping the larger and medium size 
contaminants such as Giardia 
cysts. There is no guarantee 
these devices will remove all the 
“bugs” but using them sure 
beats drnking™ direct’ from 
stream 

And what if you end up ina 
sttuanon without any tablets or 
filtranion device and you have 
just got to have a drink? Ina sit- 
uation like «this-you can lower 
your chances of picking up these 
invaders by dnnking from a 
spnng near the outlet. -If no 
springs’ are available and’ you 
must dnnk ‘from a stream, find 
the coldest, fastest flowing 
water available It you are 
forced to. dnnk lake water, get it ‘ 
from, as near the middle of the 
lake as ‘possible

. ramp at Gantt Lake and near the 


public swimming and fishing 
area at Point A Lake: provide 
convenient, locations for fisher- 
men ta recycle fishing line 
AEC’s environmental depart- 
ment will recover the line 
bimonthly and ship it for recy 
cling 
“The recycling bins are a 
great way to dispose of fishing 
line instead of discarding it into 
household garbage, where birds 
can remove it from garbage 
dumps for nesting and reintro 
duce it into the environment.” 
says Bo Sawyer. AEC environ 
mental analyst 
Monofilament collected from 
recycling bins is cleaned of 
hooks, lead, weights and trash. 
and shipped to the Berkley Pure 
Fishing Company, Spirit Lake, 
lowa. Berkley melts the line, into 
raw plashc, pellets that can be 
used to make other plastic prod- 
ucts including tackle boxes.

House takes action on energy supply. » «Editorial by Con. Terry Everett 


The curfent record high gas 
prices which directly affect us 
all in the pocketbook may be 
slowly easing, but their cause is 
an issue which will not go away 
- an increased dependence on 
foreign oil and a lack of domes- 
lic alternatives. The U.S, House 
took action last week by voting 
to allow new oil and gas explo- 
ration at home while encourag- 
ing renewable energy use. This 
was our second attempt to pass a 
badly-needed new national 
energy policy. 

In May, gasoline topped $2.00 
a gallon in Alabama and much 
higher in places like California 
and the Northeast. The reasons 
for the price surge were blamed 
on a complicated mixture of 
increased demand, market-relat- 
ed terrorism fears, reduced pro- 
duction .abroad, and limited 
refinery capacity. These factors, 
and others, not only combined 
to hurt drivers, but also busi- 
ness. Whenever fuel costs rise, 
$0 does the cost of doing busi- 
ness and these increased 
expenses are passed along to the 
consumer. 

Frankly, higher gas prices are

The U.S. House realized 
urgency to address this flaw in 
our national energy policy by 
passing legislation last 
November, The House Energy 
bill (HR 6) encouraged new 
domestic oil and gas exploration 
and drilling and also the use of 
alternative fuels. Unfortunately, 
this important legislation never 
saw a vote in the U.S, Senate. In 
fact, seven months later the 
Senate still has not taken action, 
Last week, to drive home that 
point, the House voted again on 
our energy bill (relabeled as HR 
4503). 

“The House energy bill not 


only taps domestic fuel sources 
for our use, but the lower energy 
prices and construction which 
would result should stimulate 
the economy, It has been esti- 
mated that over 600,000 new 
jobs would be created. The ener 
ty bill also promotes environ- 
mentally-friendly fuel sources 
such as clean coal technology. 

America cannot continue on 
its path of foreign oil depend- 
ence (estimated to climb to 75 
percent of our oi] consumption 
by the year 2010). We cannot 
risk potential upheaval in our 
economy and political black 
mail from hostile fuel producing 
nations, Hopefully, the Senate 
will soon agree that America’s 
interests should come first and 
pass the energy bill

Bass are couch 
potatoes too 


Bass are fairly easy to located during their spawning cycle, as 
they will be-in shallow water where females deposit their eggs 
Cruising the shoreline while wearing polarized sunglasses is the 
best way to locate them during spawn and prespawn. 

But bass seem to disappear immediately after the spawn. They are 
still in the same body of water, but have changed locations. After 
dropping her eggs, the female's interest turns to foraging for food 
and resting to recover from the stress of spawning. They are just like 
afew friends you and | have. They can be found in the kitchen or on 
the couch in the den 

The kitchen to a bass will be around a bream bed or area where 
shad or other baitfish are spawning, They prefer to have their 
kitchen close to their den, A den to a bass is where they can lounge 
around after feeding, but be close tnough that only a short swim is 
required to pet back to their kitchen when hunger strikes again. A 
bass den may be around a fallen tree, flooded brushy areas, of along 
ledges of a rock wall. Just like us humans, they prefer-traveling a 
minimum distance between their resting and feeding spots, 

Once you find a bluegill bed, is relatively simple to work it with 
a spinner bait or crankbait. You will soon find Gut if any bass are 
present, After the area around the bream bead has been worked thor- 
oughly, turn. your attention to the lounging area or den, Experts rec- 
ommend that we try to think like a bass when we are trying to locate 
them. Just think, “where would | pick to.rest if | was a big bass with 
a tummy full of bluegills.’ 

After leaving the bream bed area, work close by deadfalls, ditch- 
es, channels, and drop-ofts. Look where lily pads and open water 
meet, as this often indicates deeper water. 

Search riprap, rock blufts, and around aquatic vegetation to find 
where shad are spawning. Shad will often tip you Off to their pres- 
ence by trailing your bait. Slowly work the boat toward the direction 
that the trailing shad came from, Once shad are located in shallow 
water, tie on buzzbait. spinnerbait or top water plug. After the shad 
spawning area has been thoroughly worked, move to the den or 
lounging area nearby. Work these spots with.a variety of baits to see 
what they prefer. Plasuc worms and other soft baits with enough 
weight to get them down dare often productive, as are deep diving 
crank baits. 

Just as our couch potato buddy will eventually get up. and-leave 
the den looking for something to munch on, so will a. bass. Start off 
by locating that bream bed, and then slowly expand your search out- 
ward looking for their den, Persistent casting will land you right in 
the middle of the den or kitchen of a lunker bass,

Okra is an easy vegetable to grow

OKRA 


Okra is one of the easiest 


. crops to grow and should be 


planted in every yarden, There 
are many -vanielies to choose 
from, but the variety Clemson, 
Spineless is by far the most pop- 
ular. The seed is very cheap 
compared to most garden veg: 
etables. 

Okra is 4 Warm Weather crop, 


Seeds should be planted at’ 


least a foot apart, Okra will 
grow ‘fire in most soil types. 
And it likes moderate fertility. 
In good weather okra will grow 
rapidly and will need picking 
every 2 to 3 days, Pick the pods 
When they are 2 (© 3 inches 
long. Okra’s growth will change 
with the weather and with the up 
and down water supply. To have 
a Steady harvest, pick it often 
and water about every 3. to 4 
days. ; 

The work starts al harvest, 


Gloves and a long sleeved shirt , 


are helpful when harvesting. 
The leaves are covered with lit- 
Ue spines you can hardly see, 
These spines can get under your 
skin and make your hands and 


arms itch. After the first rush of 


pods, remove the bottom leaves 
of the plant to encourage it to 
bear more. In this area okra can 


grow very tall, If the plants get 
(oo tall to harvest, cut them back 
to. 1% inches above the pround. 
The plants will sprout again and 
make a second crop. In late July 
and August stink bugs and other 
insects can be a problem, Sevin 
dust usually works fine, 


PLANT BUGS IN COTTON 


The tarnished plant bug is a 
very serious pest in cotton, Its 
time of attack begins early to 
mid June and continues often 
then:on into July. Losses of 50 
to 150 pounds of lint cotton are 
common in a normal year, 

Across the state plant bug 
populations are already at high 
levels on wild hosts plants and 
they have already started moy- 
ing into cotton. Plant bugs can 
greatly impact cotton by reduc 
ing the cottons yield potential 
by 50 percent when these pests 
are abundant and left uncon 
trolled, 

Plant bugs cause damage by 
feeding on the pinhead squares 
causing these squares to abort. 
They also feed on young plant 
terminals, causing what cotton 
growers call “crazy cotton" 
which yields poorly, They also 
feed on large squares, When the 
bloom Opens the damage is 
called- “dirty bloom". The 
Square can abort, but usually 


results are poor pollination and * 


deformed bolls. The result 
hard lock cotton. If you do nut 
real you may have no squares, 
no blooms, no bolls and too I) 
Ue cotton, 

Plant bug damaye can delay 
maturity by two to four weeks 
Set fruit acts as 4 growth reyula 
tor for the plant, A good fruit set 
slows down vegetative prowth. 


‘Typically the higher the plant 


bug damage the taller the colton 
Especially on DeltasPine 555 
and other agyressive eolton 
Varieties, the money you would 
have saved by not Spraying for 
plant bugs is not always easy. 
Scouting for the plant buys 
themselves is difficult as they 
are Small, hide and move around 
a lot. If pinhead square sot is 
less than 80 percent most con 
Sultants spray, using a higher per 
cent for Bt cotton, Right now 
Bidrin is the number one chem 
ical used for plant bug control. 
There are many other chemicals 
labeled and may be found in the 
Cotton IPM guides. The

We look for one 
subtle clue to tip us off. The 
shifty _eyes...the — fidgety 
handS..the guy wearing the 
prison garb. 

At first glance, selecting a 
healthy sandwich might feel 
like the same process. Who is 
really the good guy—the sand 
wich that will satisfy yet still be 
healthy and nutritious—and 
which one is a heart attack on 
rye? Most sandwiches, if pre- 
pared properly, can be healthy 
and nutritious.
